Stone in Ureter May Evidence Itself 
by a Sharp Pain in the 
Lower - Back 


Stones in the ureter do not oc- 
cur in children, or in very old 
people. However, they may derel- 
op in persons of almost any other 
age. . 

When this condition develops, 
the first symptom usually {s pain 
As a general rule, the pain is lo- 
cated in the lower part of the back 
and. perhaps downward into the 
groin. The pain which develops is 


severe. In fact a drug such as 
is usually required to give 
relief. Sickness to the stomach 


and vomiting also are present. 

A large number of patients with 
stone in the ureter have been stud- 
fed by Dr. Herman L. Kre‘schmer 
of Chicago. He found that other 
symptoms present with stone in the 
ureter consist of pain 
frequent emptying of the bladder, 
chills and fever. 

When these symptoms are pres- 
ent, careful examination, using the 
X-ray is advisable. However, the 
stones do not show up in all cases 
Another me- 
thod of diagnosing ts to use the 
crystoscope, an instrument made 
of a tube with lights and mirrors 
which can be passed into the blad- 
der and the bladder thus examined 
directly. In many cases the stone, 
by cystoscopic examination, will be 
seen protruding from the. ureter 
into the bladder. In other cases, 
the opening from the ureter into 
the bladder is swollen and red.

Steadily over the seas pass the Allied 
convoys whose history will make one of 
the: most fascinating stories of the war 
when told. In *Tuesday’s news was an 
Admiralty communique telling how 
British warships and planes had fought 
for three days a winning battle against a 
flock of enemy U-boats, twenty-five to 
thirty in number, which sought to attack 
ships in the convoy the British forces 
were shepherding through the waters 
where the lurking Huns were.

Snakes From Hairs? 

The old formula for producing a hair- 
snake or hair-worm was simple enough. 
First you plucked a long hair from the 
tail of some convenient horse, and then 
dropped it ina rain-barrel or watering- 
trough. You waited a few days before 
searching. Sometimes, perhaps, you were 
rewarded with a wriggling knotted hair- 
snake. Interest in this old belief, led us to 
enquire at the Royal Ontario Museum 
about these queer hair-Hke creatures. 
Here we found out that’the hair-worm is 
a type of parasite roundworm, up to 5 or 
6 inches long, and very slender. The facts 
of its life history are almost as strange as 
the fable. The female lays long strings of 
eggs in lakes or ponds. The larvae, the 
first stage of the hair-snake to hatch out 
of the eggs, bore their way into some 
aquatic insect. The next step is not well- 
known, but the latest «stage occurs ‘in 
terrestrial beetles, grasshoppers and 
crickets, From these insects the adult 
hair-worm emerges and drops into, or is 
actually conveyed to, rain-barrel, horse- 
trough, or lake.

GREAT AMERICAN DESERT : 


Until the notion was eer 
loded by the Lewis and Clark 

Saneditions it was generally believ- 
ed in the United States that the 
part of North America lying be- 
tween the Mississippl and the 
Rocky Mountains comprised a vast 
desert comparable in barrenness to 
the Sahara in northern Africa. 

Daniel Webster is supposed to 
have been the first to apply to this 
region the name “The Great 
American Desert.” 

Until the Lewis and Clark expe- 
dition little was known of the 
American continent west of the 
Alleghenies and virtually nothing 
west of the Mississippl. 

‘The belief in “The Great Ameri- 
can Desert” persisted until John 
C. Fremont began to make his ex- 
plorations about a century ago. 

The trans-Mississipph region at 
that time was a “wilderness,” but 
it was far from ‘being one vast 
desert. 

A wilderness is a pathless, unre- 
claimed but not necessarily unre- 
claimable tract of land, while a 
desert is a wilderness that fs rela- 
tively uninhabitable because of its 
barrenness.

Although the harvest in 1942 was 
smaller than usual, vegetable plots on 
the outskirts of Moscow yielded 25,000 
tons of potatoes and over 40,000 tons of 
vegetables, This year, it is expected, no 
less than 75,000 tons of. potatoes and 
more than 36,000 tons of vegetables will 
be gathered from Moscow's garden plots, 
and 160,900 tons of potatoes and 81,000 
tons of vegetables from subsidiary farms 
of various factories and other enterprises. 

Each Sunday at five in the morning the 
streets of Moscow are crowded with citi- 
zens carrying spades, pitchforks, rakes 
and shovels, en route to the countryside 
to work in their gardens. The plots are 
provided by the ‘city Soviet without 
charge. Muscovites have become enthusi- 
astic gardeners, earnestly studying liter- 
ature on the subject.

U.S. Headquarters in the South 
Pacific, Aug. 6.—(AP) — Japan 
has lost more than twice as many 
warships and four times es many 
planes as the United Stateg in the 
South Pacific since the beginning 
of the Solomons campaign -one 
year ago.

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The Provincial Election 

That therc were surprises in some form 
or other for many of the people of 
Ontario in the Provincial general election 
this week is generally accepted. Though 
people realize that there is always the 
element of surprise in a political contest, 
many were not prepared for the sweeping 
change in the political complexion of the 
Legislature which developed as a result 
of Wednesday's polling. Many in closest 
contact with party affairs must have been 
surprised by the fact that a stalemate 
resulted with no one party with sufficient 
number of seats to command a majority 
of the new House, which means that a 
coalition ‘or fusion government is prob- 
able. And it is generally accepted that

As for the C.C.F., this was 
the first occasion when it had placed so 
many candidates in the field and surprise 
at the strength this group developed was 
quite natural, though it was expected to 
poll a substantial vote. Col. Drew, leader 
of the Progressive Conservatives, had 
stirred in many the realization that°his 
following would be substantially increas- 
ed above the number he commanded up 
to the prorogation of the Legislature and 
the result proved that view well founded. 

In the course of the campaign all 
parties pledged themselves to advanced 
legislation and so whoever is destined to 
form the government it is to be expected 
that there will be. steps taken to imple- 
ment many of the pre-election pledges in 
legislation, The situation provides an 
opportunity for all to get together and co- 
operate for the benefit of the Province. 

It is natural that the people of Ontario 
in view of the new and peculiar conditions 
and the problems arising out of them will 
follow with deeper interest than for some 
time the policies of those who are direct- 
ing the provincial government.

Thus 
the daytime attacks on such places 
as Magdeburg and Kassel were link- 
ed chsely to the plan of destroying 
Hamburg and its production of sub- 
marines and other war goods. 

The submarine industry has been 
the priority target, and.when that 
is cleaned up,-the Allied alr forces 
can be expected to move in similar 
coordinated attacks against such 
objectives as Germany's airplane 
industry and synthetic fuel plants. 
These as yet have not felt the full 

of air assault although they 
have recelved enough attention to 
cut Germany's plane production 
considerably. 

When the Allies finaly are able 
to establish bases om the Itallan 
mainland as far north as Rome, the 
outlook is for a sudden develop- 
ment of strategic air warfare 
against Germany on a scale impos 
sible now.

1S! when she must suffer defeat that will’ be 
so complete as to free the world from the 
threat of Nazi militarism. In time Japan 
will suffer defeat, The lesson this time is 
to be made 80 effective that Germany will 
have to learn through utter defeat that 
the way of the war transgressor is hard 
and does not pay. 

For a second time the ways all point to 
Allied victory again, how near no one 
abe/can say, but that the end of this war is 
to mean the crushing of Germany is cer- 
tain — it will mean “unconditional 
surrender. 

Germany has brought two devastating 
wars to.come to pass and she has been|_ 
stained in the blood of millions all for a 
mad and unholy ambition. Hitler, who 
thought he had foreseen all emergencies 
and protected his plans against any 
possibility of defeat must today look with 
the bitterness of a fiendish spirit on the 
approach of his own doom and that of the 
people who allowed him to bring about a 
second war. 

The Allies are determined that .no 
third would-be world conqueror shall rise 
in Germany or elsewhere to make deso- 
late so much of the earth and to rob so 
many of their lives, They will take the 
necessary steps to that end, however 
drastic they have to be in dealing with so 
mad a foe. 

Civilization demands that Germany be 
made to obey international codes and 
laws, There is no room in the world for a 
warlike Germany. 
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3,266 Vessels Took Part 

“In the Sicilian operation nearly 2,000 
vessels, big and hittle warships and merch- 
antmen took part in the first assaults on 
. Sicilian beaches before dawn July 10. 

“In the operations as a whole, no fewer 
than 3,266 ships, vessels and craft of all 
types played a part.”

_ The insularity of Sicily and of Italy 
from the south did not save Sicily from in- 
vasion, Sea-power of Britain, the United 
States and of practically all the other 
United Nations took part for sea-power is 
a flexible force against which the land 
enemy cannot easily compete. Hitler in 

- 1989 set out to conquer the world and he 
had to trust mainly to land routes and 
land power but that has its drawbacks in 

‘that itis not fluid or flexible like sea- 
power. Hitler had for his task that which 
he never achieved and could never 
achieve — that is, to try to plan some 
means of invasion against Britain: but he 
never found the means for the miles of 
Channel defied him and he gave up. © He 
also tried the air ways but could not 
crush Britain. Here too he desisted.

If a woman is 
married to a man in the Armed Forces, 
she may now enlist herself and still retain 
her own dependents’ allowance, just as 
she could always do if she held a civilian 
job. 

This new, increased pay schedule is a 
definite improvement and was the just 
due of the thousands of women in the 
forces who are carrying on essential jobs 
so the men can go on to do the actual 
fighting.

(From Ottawa Journal) 

“It is a magnificent exhibition 
of democracy. It is not war.” This 
was the remark of the New Yor’: 
Herald Tribune in May of 1940! 
when the British House of Com- 
mons held a long and wide-open) 
debate on Chamberlain's conduct of | 
the war. Norway and Denmark) 
had fallen and Holland. Belgia! 
and France were on the brink. 

But another view of that histor-! 
fe debate, in which Chamberlain wes 
given a supporting vote of on 
7l to 200. ts expressed by the 
French «writer, Raoul De Russy De 
Sales in a diary he kept at the 
time which is about to be publish- 
ed. It seemed to him that the 
democratic frankness of the de- 
bates at‘such a time was not with- 
out its greatness. “There is some- 
thing sublime—or insane—about 
this English readiness to display 
their weakness, fears and mis- 
takes.” 

Continues De Sales, writing on 
May 7, 1940: 

“These debates leave an impres- 
sion of greatness. In a certain 
sense they restore the prestige 2f 
Britain, which was shaken by the 
Norwegian defeat. Nowhere else 
in the — would it be possible to 
hold such debates in such grave cir- 
cumstances. Churchill coldly stat~- 
ed that the danger had never been 
so great, even in the last war. It 
takes great courage to make such 
admissions. Neither the Germans 
nor the Italians will understand the 
value of these historic debates. They 
will see in them only signs of de- 
cadence and weakness. AS a mat- 
ter of fact this is the first tme 
for many years that parliamentar- 
ism, with all it implies, has achiev- 
ed a real victory. This ts the first 
real, sincere manifestation of what 
ts called democracy.” 

We reproduce that observation for 
those who like to keep scrapbooks.

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Time’s Revenge on Axis 

In three weeks’ time four years will 
have passed since Adolf Hitler struck at 
Poland for world domination. Since 
September 1st 1939 the greatest war in all 
history has developed with war produc- 
tion at height and fighting more wide- 
spread than ever in history. 

Great. were the resources with which 
Germany embarked on her second great 
war. Hitler and his nefarious Nazis were 
able to set the pattern for war, fora 
short, not for a long time. Hitler's blitz- 
krieg swept Poland, then next spring 
Norway, Denmark, Holland, Belgium and 
forced France out of the war, then he 
went into the Balkans and in June 1941 
he cressed the boundary into’Russia, He 
had been turned back in his air offensive 
against Britain in the September of the 
previous year. His entry into Russia 
marked the beginning of his second 
disaster. 

Last year saw the assembling of those 
powerful Allied forces which turned back 
Germany and Italy out of Africa. There 
came then the landing in North Africa, 
then the end of the Axis in Africa, and 
now Sicily all but overrun by the Allies 
and with Italy now in the hands of 
Badoglio and with Mussolini gone. The 
latest unofficial news is that Hitler has 
been ousted by the Prussian military 
forces and remains only as a figurehead, 
if the Madrid story of yesterday is found- 
ed on fact. 

The pattern has changed for the Hitler- 
ites, Withdrawal in place - of offensive 
against Russia, withdrawals through 
Italy, possible withdrawals hinted in Nor- 
way — Hitler's initiative is gone and 
there is what looks like a Potsdam clique 
making a last-ditch stand by assumption 
of the military power exercised by the 
generals. y 

Four years of Axis-made desolation on 
earth have turned out badly. for the war- 
makers, the Hitler, the Mussolini crowds. 
Hitler is reported fiddling with his name 
of Fuehrer as fat Nero did with his fiddle 
in the days of burning Rome. Hitler is now 
looking to his pal, Goering, and the Prus- 
sians, who are reported in charge of 
Germany. ] 

There is Hess. a prisoner in Britain. 
Many of the old associations are gone. 


There are no parades of Hitler and Musso-} 


lini, no boast of power and pomp as in the 
days when the Hun and Italian shed the 
blood of other nations as well as of their 
own peopple while Hitler smirked and 
Mussolini puffed himself out. 

War, grisly war, has gripped the fat 
Duce in his clutch, and will be perhaps 
be dangling the wild-eyed Hitler at the 
end of a leash. 

War if having its revenge on the war- 
makers, in the moloch furnace of their 
own hatred of mankind. s 

And high over all this is world justice 
watching the scales. The finger of justice 
is pointing the way down to defeat for 
those who have shed the blood of millions 
for the glory of Hitler and of Mussolini, 
who now’are tasting bitterness. 

And when the war is ended, there still 
awaits thé world judgment on those men 
of evil, all those evil fry of Huns and 
Fascists who try to dodge the light and 
escape the justice of the Allied nations 
to whom has come power and will come 
victory after victory over the war- 
makers.

General Montgomery has a good word 
for the Scottish as the easiest soldicr to 
work up toa high pitch of enthusiasm. 
The Eighth Army's morale was quite 
amazing and so high as to be almost 
“dangerous.” This showed in the sick 
list. He would not be worried if his sick 
rate was two men per thousand each day. 
But the sick rate was never above 0.5 per 
thousand per day one man per thousand 
evacuated to hospital every other day. 





Since Italy and Germany having been 
receiving smashing blows the Japanese 
were also getting their share, The loss of 
Munda airbase on the anniversary of 
Guadalcanal was a_ severe blow to the 
Japanese who. have always stoutly de- 
fended it as means of attacking American 
positions, 





Over nine million tons of German and 
Italian shipping has been sunk or cap- 
tured or damaged by Allied forces from 
the beginning of the war to the end of 
June of this year and these figures do not 
include losses inflicted by Russian war- 
ships and air force. This is a tremendous 
loss for nations which are not among the 
greatest marine powers. These figures 
reveal the thoroughness of the search by 
British and American sea and aircraft on 
the ocean lanes.

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Canadians at home and in Engiand 
have watched with interest the progress 
of the Canadian force in Sicily associated 
with the famous Eighth Army and Gen- 
eral Montgomery. Recent news “has 
touched upon the smashing of the Mount 
Etna line which has been called a triumph 
for the Canadian division. In the words of 
Ross Munro, Canadian Press War Corres- 
pondent, “the Canadian-British drive 
hammered home near the plateau city of 
Adrano had broken the German Mount 
Etna. defence line dead in the centre. The 
last 24 hours have been the most dramatic 
period in this sector as major enemy re- 
sistance suddenly collapsed and the Etna 
line folded up.” ; 

This was ina delayed dispatch dated 
August 7th, 

Canadians know that the Canadian 
Army in Britain under command of Gen- 
eral McNaughton has developed during 
its long and thorough training into a most 
powerful and mobile army, noted for its 
armament, General McNaughton has de- 
scribed it as “‘a dagger pointed at the 
heart of Berlin.” 

Dispatches have told of the concen- 
trated power of the artillery of the Cana- 
dians in some of the earlier battles in 
which the. Germans who were taken 
prisoner were found speechless, 

General Montgomery has praised the 
Canadians on their share in the operations 
in the Sicilian invasion. In the latest oper- 
ations at Adrano, according to Munro, 
“for the Germans the game was up. Under 
cover of spasmodic artillery’ fire and con- 
siderable mortar fire they left their 
strong plateau positions and fled . . . It 
was a momentous day here. It is hard to 
realize the full significance. The moun- 
tain squeeze play ends. a phase of the 
first Canadian campaign. “It has been a 
good effort on all counts. The First Divi- 
sion has won the praise of Gen. Sir Bern- 
ard Montgomery, commander of the 
Eighth Army and the respect of the 
British and American troops.” -

Axis plane losses are reported at 1,20 
in July on the European, African and 
Middle East fronts while the Russians 
have shot. down 2,302 Axis planes, a 
total destruction of 3,504 in thirty-one 
days, a rate of loss which Germany 
cannot endure for her plane production is 
thought to be at most 20,000 a year or 
more probably two-thirds of that, while 
Allied production is many times greater. 

Britain and the United States are 
downing Nazi planes in the air and de- 
stroying the possibility of the manufac- 
ture of others. 5 

The Allied aim is to make the differ- 
ence so.great between the United Nations’ 
and German Luftwaffe'’s striking power 
that in time the Huns may be left utterly 
defenceless from the air. 

Hitler's “fortress” of Europe is neither 
invulnerable on land or from the sea and 
from the air. Allied raiders pass over 
its bastions, to attack its industrialized 
cities and its armament and airplane 
plants. 


Pine Sap Gas Runs Buses, 

Gasoline distilled from pine tree sap 
will run motor buses in Fukien Province, 
China, Discovery that a crude oil and gas- 
oling substitute could be obtained from 
pine tree roots was made some years ago 
by a young Chinese professor of Fukien 
Christian University in Shaowu. The 
Fukien Transportation Company arrang- 
ed for large-scale tests at government 
expense. In a year results were so success- 
ful that the provincial government finan- 
ced production. The university has made 
other scientific contributions to render 
Fukien, which is one of the most isolated 
provinces in China, self-sustaining. It has 
improved raising and caring’for tea plants 
and found new ways for processing the 





tea for export after the war. It has plant-} 


ed 13,000,000 pine trees and tung oil 
seedlings. :

duction about 10.5 per cent. higher 
than in the corresponding month 
last year, although down 45 per 
cent. when compared with June 
this year. This decline marked the 
usual drop from the year’s peak 
production. 

July production was 44,547,613 
pounds. 

The stocks on hand at August 1. 
totalled 62,522,613 pounds, against 
42,983,709 at the same date last 


year. 

The bureau report said: 

“Res stocks in store 
Prices Board officials sald that the 
figures as of Aug. 1 show a gratily- 
ing improvement over the situation 
at this time last year, which was 
critical, leading eventually to ra- 
tioning at a level lower than now 
prevails. 


“However, though stocks in store 
now are substantially larger than 
at this date last year, when the 
figures are reduced to a per capita 
basis they represent a total of less 
than five and a half pounds a per- 
gon, compared with the present 
ration rate of 26 pounds a person a 
year—in other words a supply suf- 
ficient for only 11 weeks.

Victories have 
come in air, on land and in the sea to the 
United Nations while the Axis satellites 
are aware of their precarious position and 
realize the impossibility of German vic- 
tory and the coming “unconditional sur- 
render” of the Axis and Germany is being 
pounded in her war industries in a way 
which must be playing havoc with the 
German strength. 


Not All-Powerful 


The dictators and tyrants are in the 
final analysis not all-powerful, Mussolini 
who ruled Italy from 1922 to 1943 has 
been kicked out and the party that held 
him in. power is broken up. All these 
tragedies to Mussolini came in spite of his 
desire that they should not be. 

Hitler will be in a similar state. When 
he thought he found his generals running 
short of ideas in a military way he chose 
one for the supreme command who he 
though knew more of war than the 
German generals—himself. But losses 
before the Russians last year was a set- 
back and the German generals again took 
charge of the war. But Hitler’s woes are 
not ended. There is said to be something 
doing in Germany of great importance. 
An unconfirmed report says the generals 
have taken control of the Reich out of 
Hitler's hands and are using him only as a 
figure head after substituting Goering in 
his place. ‘ 

These men with the great limitations of 
aggressors have had violent careers and 
will have violent ends. Mussolini has had 
a taste of his, and Hitler is getting a taste 
of the supreme violence which is to end 
hig miserable public career. Hitler who 
has allowed the German people to attach 
almost divine power to his miserable self 

* will meet the fate such a vainglorious, 
selfish, cruel figure deserves.

Will theatre audiences and movie 
house patrons in ages yet to be see Musso- 
lini, the Duce, strut his part as a supreme 
example of the boaster and the pomposity 
of a dictator. Saturday Review of Litera- 
ture says that ‘for the novelist or play- 
wright the career of Mussolini is almost 
bottomless in its dramatic possibilities.”

London, Aug. 13 — (AP) — One 

of the war's most destructive night 


and day aerial assaults against key 
Ais citadels thundered to a climax 
today with both Rome and Berlin 
attacked in the same day and Mi- 
lan and Turin pounded in the 
heaviest attack ever made on nor- 
thern Italy, 

American bombers of the North- 
west African Air Force struck by 
daylight in their second raid on the 
Itallan capital after Britain-based 
RAF. and R.C.AP. night bombers 
hit the northern Italian industrial 
elties and swift Mosquitos stabbed 
at the German capital 

Making good the recent Allied 
threat to rip into Italy again for 
failure to capitulate, Meets of four 
and two-engined bombers blasted 
Rome's vital railway yards in a re- 
petition of the initial assault on the 
capital July 19. 

A special air communique from 
North Africa gave few details, but 
it was believed that the blow at 
least equalled that of last month's 
attacking formations of 500 bomb- 
ers and 200 fighters, the greatest 
ever to take the air in the Medi- 
terranean. ea 

The air ministry sald the long- 
range attack on Northern Italy 
was made “in greater strength than 
ever before.” 

Il Planes Missing. 

First reports said 13 bombers 
were lost in all the widespread night 
operations but a late air ministry 
announcement disclosed that two of 
these had landed safely. R. C. A. F. 
headquarters sald two Canadian 
aircraft are missing. 

Hammering home Prime Minis- 
ter Churchill’s warning that Italy 
would be “seared, scarred and blac- 
kened from end to end™ If she re- 
mains in the war, the night's oper- 
ations probably put 1.000 or more 
fighters and bombers into the air. 

The heaviest onslaught of the 
war against Northern Italy coin- 
elded with an attack on Berlin by 
swift Mosquito bombers. Damage to 
the German capital was not imme- 
diately announced. It came a few 
hours before teday’s raid on Rome, 
announced by Allied Headquarters 
in North Africa.

Persons on a weekly tenancy of 
self-contained units will be given 
the same protection as those on 
monthly or yearly. tenancies, and 
roomers and boarders will be 
brought under the price ceiling in 
a section as “shared accom- 
modation.” 


Placed on Same Basis 


Previously, landlords who acquir- 
ed accommodations before Decem- 
r, 1942, were fixed with a mini- 
mum of three months’ notice; now 
new and old landlords are placed 
on the same footing. For personal 
occupancy, a landlord previously 
could be required to go to court 
and prove he needed the - 
modation. ah 

Under the new order, a bona fide 
owner may occupy his own prop- 
erty as a residence merely by giv- 
ing the prescribed length of notice. 
{To prevent abuses, it is provided 
}that an owner will not be permit-

London Believes Conference 
Will Deal With War on 
Japan 


STALIN ADVISED 


London, Aug, 13 — {CP)—Mos- 
com announced officially today that 
Soviet participation “was not and 
is not envisaged” in the forthcom- 
ing Churchill-Roosevelt conference 
at Quebec, and first London reac- 
tion was that the talks would deal 
primarily with the war on Japan. 

In a broadcast recorded here by 
the Soviet Monitor. the official 
Soviet news agency Tass said it had 
been authorized to state that for- 
eign reports Russia would attend 
the conference “are based on a mis- 
understanding.” 

“The Soviet government,” the 
statement sald, “did not receive an 
invitation to be present at the 
meeting, and because of the nature 
of the conference the participation 
of anyone representative? of the 
Soviet government at the meeting 
in Quebec was not and is not en- 
visaged.” 


Natare of Conference. 


Some London quarters thought the 

reference to the “nature” of the 
conference significant. 

Since Russia fs not at war with 
Japan, it ts not likely that the So- 
viet would be invited to any con- 
ference concerned chiefly with 
fighting in the Pacific. 

The wording of the Moscow an- 
nouncement made it seem clear, 
however, that Premier Stalin had 
been given advance details of the 
conference. In this connection, it 
was recalled that the British and 
American Ambassadors ' conferred 
with Stalin this week. 

As a matter of fact, there was 
some thought the ambassadors may 
have warned the Soviet Marshal of 
the possibility of an impending 
Japanese attack on Russia. i

Allied Headquarters, North Afri- 
ca, Aug. 13 — (AP) — Allied au- 
thorities announced today that the 
United States 7th Army had cap- 
tured Cape Orlando, the German 
coastal stronghold which was out- 
flanked by an American landing 
from the sea Wednesday.

Berne, Aug. 13 —(AP)— Reports 
reaching here said today that a 
substantial part of the Nazi gov- 
ernment machinery had _ been 
transferred from Berlin te Vienna 
for safety from Allied air raids. - 

These reports also claimed that 
Nazi authorities were considering 
proclaiming their capital an open 
elity in an effort to save it from 
the same fate which stsuck Ham 
burg, Cologne, Duesselgorf and 
other German cities, 

German reports indicated that 
more than 1,250,000 civilians of a 
total of 4,250,000 have evacuated 
Berlin, chiefly to Pomerania, east- 
ern Prussia, Brandenburg and low- 
er Silesia.

Ottawa, Aug. 15 —(CP)— Men 
reaching the age of 18 this year 
and married men up to 39 years} 
of age now are subject to call for 
compulsory military service under 
an extension of the callable class-| 
es announced by Labor Minister 
Mitchell over the weekend. 

The new orders drop the mini- 
mum callable age from 19 to 18, 
but provide that men shall not be 
served with notice to report for 
medical examinaticn until “they 
reach the age of 18 years and six 
months, 

The extension makes married} 
men betwen the ages of 27 and 30} 
subject to call for the first time./ 
Previously married men up to 25 
were made liable to call, and as; 
the classes go by date of birth} 
those who were 25 when the previ- 
ous extension was made now are 
26 and still able to call with their 
birth-year class. 

No estimate was available of the) 
number of men who may be ob-| 
tained for the armed forces under 
the change in regulations. About 
100,000,men turn. 18 in a year, and 
all of these who are physically fit 
and have not enlisted in the arm- 
ed forces voluntarily will be call- 
able. 

The number of married men in 
the age group from 27 to 3 who 
may be called also depends on the 
numser who have enlisted. It is 
not expected to be large, because 
all men married since July, 1940, 
have been treated as sin;g: men 
aince the start of compulsory serv- 
ice. 

Married Men Affected. 

The extension applies to men who 
‘were married before July, 1940. 

“y The last extension of the callable 
groups was made in December, 
1942, when the minimum age was 
dropped from 20 to 19, and married 
men up to the age of 25 were 
made subject to call. 

The present extension comes just 
three years after the star, of com- 
pulsory mobilization with the tak- 
ing of the natienal registration in 
August, 1940. The first call-up was 
of single men in thelr early twen- 
tes, wita were required to report 
for 30 days’ training and ther per- 
mitted to return to civilian life 
while awaiting a ‘further call. 

In March, 194], the training 
period was extended to four months, 
and in April, 1941, an order was 
made requiring all men called to 
remain on duty for the duration of 
the war. Since then, there has been 
@ progressive extension of the call- 
able age groups until the present 
situation, where single men frin 18 
to 40 and married men from 19 to 
30 are yallable. (

A feature of the Canadian medical 
organization in the field was the 
employment of surgical units close to 
the front line enabling badly wound- 
ed to be treated more rapidly than 
normally. The head of the Can- 
adian Medical Services with the field 
formations, a colonel from Hami- 
ton, Ont, developed the advance 
Surgical centres, established ten or 
fifteen miles from the front and

Cases which require resuscftation, 
transfusion or emergency surgery are 
turned over to a Meld dressing sta- 
tion a couple of rooms down the 
hall, Surgical teams are right here, 
too, and major Operations are per- 
formed by skilled surgeons.

Taylor of 
Bloomfield, Prince Edward county 
as. “the most beloved man in the 
poultry industry on this contin- 
ent.” 

So, the sunshine egg expresses 
a delicate balance of color as the 
egg comes from the pan on to 
your plate, usually an accompani- 
ment of # round of ham- which 
the consumer himself has held as 
an ideal all along. And at any 
divergence from that combination 
in its precision of color tends to 
raise at a doubt that all is not 
well with the appetizing ham and 
egg, although the slight difference 
at which the fussy and possibly 
pampered consumer may lift & 
silently enquiring eyebrow may be 
only a slight shade off the sun- 
shine ideal. 

But, that otherwise trifling vart- 
ation is one of the fine points of 
production which causes. uneasi- 
ness in the trade, use they 
feel and know that the public 
may doudt the entire and inherent 

of the egg if it strays 
from the sunshine standard, 

‘That was one of the topics which 
emerged in the conference discus- 
sions which covered a broad range 
of subjects in the production 
chickens and eggs on a basis of 
quality that will ensure and com~- 
mand price. 


Oo Attend. 


Five hundred men and women 
from the Central Ontario counties 
from Prince Edward to Ontario 
county attended this regional 
meeting which packed into morn- 
ing and afternoon sessions ideas 
and problems and methods which 
could easily have been spread 
through two days deliberations. 

Por the assistance of producers 
the conference committee offerec 
the knowledge and experience of 
some of the industry's leaders in 
this country, Among them were 
Dr. Graham formerly of O. A. C. 
and now retired and living at Bur- 
ington; Dr. #. N, Barcellus, head 
of the poultry department of the 
Ontario Agricultural College and 
Prof. E. 8. Snyder of its poultry 
husbandry department. 

Also Norman 8. Schultz of Brant- 
ford, one of Canada’s outstanding 
poultrymen; E. D. Bonyman, chiel 
market poultry inspector of the 
Dominion Department of Agricul- 
ture, Ottawa, and George Robert- 
son, Dominion Poultry Husbandman 
of the Department of Agriculture, 
Ottawa; Dr. C. H. Weaver of the 
poultry pathology laboratory, Cen- 
tral Experimental Farm, Ottawa. 

The program included addresses 
on practical phases of the industry, 
a demonstration of killing, plucking 
and grading of poultry, and a con- 
cluding question and answer period 
with James G. Wharry of Peter- 
borough as chairman, 

Norman Robinson, Toronto, con- 
ference manager, told the Exam- 
iner that a similar conference for 
Western Ontario producers would 
be held at London in the near 
future. 

Ernest C. Braund was chairman 
of the local management commit- 
tee with Robt. M Pierson, J. G. 
Wharry, R. H. Carter and Frank C. 
Paterson. 

Mr, Pierson was chairman of the 
program committee with George 
Lockington, C. Gould, G. Matthews, 
M. McIntyre, FP. W. Horton, FP, Bell 
and G. Nicholls. 

Close to forty questions were 
answered by the visiting speakers 
and the sessional chairman, Mr, 
Taylor. 

Mayor Hamilton greeted the 
visitors at the opening of the after- 
noon conference, extending them a 
hearty welcome to Peterborough. 


Raising Chickens 


The subject of the talk by Mr. 
Schultz was “Management of Lay- 
ers,” and {t was packed with prac- 
tical advice from his own expere 
fence in building up one of the 
largest poultry farms in the 
country, 

“When you are handling chick- 
that they are 
babies.” Mr. Schultz advised. 
“When you get them home, assum- 
ing that you have bought them as 
chicks, if you can't put them dl- 
rectly under the brooder, take 
them into the house, put the boxes 
on the table in » room of about 70 
degrees temperature. Lift the lids 
occasionally to make sure the 
chicks are comfortable. At one 
farm we like to put the chicks 
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When they are done with 
brooder, you had better take 
part of the birds from the brooder 
house, and put them in shelte: 
spread them out. Probably about 
one hundred birds wif] be enough 
to leave in a good sized brooder 


mash, and also on the amount of 
the grain. The birds will grow a bit 
slower but they will be better lay- 
ers when it comes time to put 
them in the pens. 


Some Shade Needed. 


Along with the pastagre the birds 
need some shade during the hot 
weather. This can be- provided by 
apple trees, corn or sunflowers. 

We have found at the farm that 
it pays to provide the birds with 
nest boxes on the range, It not only 
saves @ lot of eggs and keeps them 
cleaner, but also teaches the birds 
to lay in nests. . : 

About July 1 take pullets of the 
year before, put them out in range 
shelters, on good pasture again and 
leave them out for a couple , of 
months. When they come back in 
the fall, they will do a first class 
job of production, 

..In the cleaning the laying. pen 
use plenty of elbow grease. Oil 
the roosting equipment and spray 
the pen .completely. with. white- 
wash. If you can ket the pen stand 
idle for six weeks or two months 
before the new crep of birds come 
in, so much the better.” 

Moving To Pens. 

The early hatched birds will be 
ready to move from range into 
laying quarters some time in 
August, Let the birds run from 
the laying pen for three or four 
weeks, s0 that they gradually be- 
come accustomed to confinement, 
It will be time well spent if you 
supply them with some sort of 
green stuff; also take in some 
fresh earth every few days, and 
the odd sheaf of oats thrown in 
the pen will also help to ease them 
over the change to the laying pen. 

For winter production, pullets 
should be gradually changed over 
from the feed used on range to the 
laying ration. 

The Schultz Method. 

Our program at the farm is as 
follows: : 

First thing in the morning we 
give them all the germinated oats 
they will clean up in half an hour's 
time. At ten o'clock they are, fed 
dry mash, enough to last them unt 
til about 7 or 8 o'clock the next 
morning, and then at 5 o'clock they 
are fed scratch grain. This can be 
fed either in troughs, on top of the 
dry mash, or in the littler, We like 
to feed it in the trough’s because 
you can see at a glance whether 
the quantity is right or not, 

We watch the birds for body 
weight, some time between Septem- 
er 21 and October 1. We start the 
morning lights, turn them on about 
4 am. About this time or a little 
later we start in with moist mash. 
This is mixed 24 hours ahead of 
time, and kept warm so as to pro- 
duce fermentation, and then* is 
fed about one o'clock. Make sure it 
{is all cleaned up within half an 
hour, 

Along in December or January if 
you find there is g tendency toward 
a slump in production, we would 
advise increasing the light to all 
night, one-60 watt bulb to each 
100 birds, and this should be bh- 
cated over the water vessel. 
Providing Litter. 

Litter is important. We start In 
August or September putting ina 
few wheelbarrow leads of topsoil, 
then start to add straw. Each week 
or ten days following we add some 
more. Keep on building up the lit- 
ter, so that by the time cold weather 
comes you will have a good depth 
that-will keep moisture f: con- 
densing-on either cement or wood 
floor, This, litter is cleaned out the 


following summer when the pullets! 


are moved’ out on the range.”

birds’ feed requirements. 

There are numerous cases on rec- 
ord where, operators have discon- 
tinued the feeding of growing mash 
alter ten weeks of age and have 
grown thelr chickens to maturity 
from this period on whOle grain and 
pasture. 

It is extremely important that for 
greatest nutritiona! efficiency the 
pasture crops be kept short elther by 
pasturing with other classes of live 
Stock or by frequent mowing and 
clipping of the pasture. It is also 
well to remember that in extremely 
hot, dry, weather when growth ts 
practically at e standstill, even al- 
though the crop may appear green 
its nutritional value will be defin- 
itely down when compared with a 
Pasture which Is in an active state 
Of growth and there Js an abund- 
ance Of new leafy growth coming 
along continuously. 

Many operators are finding it a 
help to supplement the permanent 
Pastures with annual crops such as 
oats, wheat, barley and fall rye. It 
will require in an average season 
thirty days from the tUme the oats 
are sown until the crop is ready for 
pasturing. 

Repeated seedings are necessary so 
that new growth will be coming 
along continuously to supply past- 
ures of the greatest value. 

In preparing permanent pastures, 
various mixtures of grasses and leg- 
umes have been used. 


A Sample Mixture. 


A mixture that has proved satis- 
factory is one,composed of white 
Dutch clover, two pounds; alsike 
clover, two pounds; alfalfa, three 
pounds; timothy, six pounds; red 
top, two pounds;, Kentucky blue 
grass, three pounds. 

This makes a total of 18 pounds 
and for some persons sufficient for 
seeding an acre. 

One of our leading Ontario poultry 
men sows timothy seed at the rate of 
22 pounds to the acre in the fall 
with fall wheat. By freuent clipping 
or mowing, this seeding in the fol- 
lowing year it ts kept short, pro- 
ducing a very abundant leafy growth. 

In using o#ts for spring pasture, 
sow early at the rate of 4 to 5 bush- 
els per acre. A new seeding of oats 
must be made every two or three 
weeks In order to maintain a con- 
tinuous supply of tender green food. 
The area sown at one time should 
be limited to the amount of pasture 
that would be required to feed the 
birds for two or three weeks. It is 
not advisable to continue oat seed- 
ys mebeyond the first of June.

A pasture might carry up to 500 
birds to the acre, but in a dry sea- 
son the limit might be 200,"

Swiss Harbor Allies 

Switzerland is now sheltering about 
11,2490 refugees, a great number of whom 
had‘ fled from France when the Germans 
threatened to deport them. One American 
relief worker in Berne reports that the 
Swiss standard of living is high. “It would 
never, occur to Swiss officials,” he said, “to 
encloa: refugees by barbed wire. I visited 
two work camps, which seemed practically 
like Paradise compared with concentration 
camps in France. To plan and operate 
work camps on such an enlightened basis 
takes ar enormous amount of time, ener- 
gy, money and materials.” The United 
States hzs been able to give some aid. Re- 
cently it delivered five tons of clothing 
from Lisbon, which had been intended for 
camps in France, but was held up when 
the Nazis occupied southern France. 





Barber Runs Manor 

When a military officer parked a long 
convoy in the cobbled square of Market 
Bosworth, England, he asked a policeman 
to direct him to the civil authority. The 
policeman pointed’ to the barber shop. 
There the officer found W. J. Hatton, 
barber, grocer, dry goods dealer and cafe 
proprietor, also Lord of the Manor. “It was 
my wife”s idea.” he explained. “The rights 
were auctioned when the biggest estate in 
the district was sold, Mine was the highest 
bid, $960. The rights enable me to charge 
toll on every vehicle parking in the square. 
I collect about $80 a year. My biggest day 
is the day of the annual cattle show when 
12,000 persons come to Bosworth Market. 
I have to shut up my barber shop while 
I keep an eye on my manorial rights.”

TITS 1943 Session, the Parliament of Canada 

amended the Unemployment Insurance Act,

require that additional workers be covered under unem- 
ployment insurance. :

¥& (2) ALL EMPLOYEES paid on a monthly or annual 

* . galary basis, whose salary, including any cost of 

living bonus which may be received, does not 
exceed $2,400 a year. 


‘All employees, as above described, must pay their 
contributions as required by law. ‘ 


The combined contribution for each employee earn- 
ing $26 or more a week will be in Class 7—63c a week. 


\To Employers: Obtain unemployment insurance 
books.from the nearest local office of the Unemployment 
Insurance Commission as soon as possible, for employees 
above described who will become insurable on September 
Ist, 1943. 


To Employees: It is in your interest to see that your 
employer makes contributions on your behalf from 
September Ist, 1943, if you become insurable through 
this Amendment. , :

I interrupt a series on American 
policy to comment upon a highly 
significant move in Germany— 
the appointment of Heinrich Him- 
miler, as Minister of Interior. 

Himmler supplants Dr. Wilhelm 
Frick, in the ministry which con- 
trols the police forces of the Reich. 
Actually Himmler has —-controlled 
these forces throughout the Nazi 
regime. But Prick. a bureaucrat, 
regarded as relatively mild and 
moderate, was retained in his posi- 
tion as a facade. for Himmler, 
Prick also had in hand the appara- 
tus that. being burelucratic, wit! 
remnants of the previous system 
retained in it. tended to. operate 
with only velled terror, inside Ger- 
many itself. 

Himmler’s career has been 
the organization of the S.S. the 
elite. guards, who have been the 
special armed force of Hitler, and 
the Nazi Party. His business has 
not been to run the Interfor ad- 
ministration of Germany, but ‘to 
protect the Party. When the war 
began, Himmler became openly the 
head of the police for the occupied 
countries, where there was no at- 
tempt to conceal the fact that the 
Germans were operating with nak- 
ed terror. In this position he came 
into repeated conflicts with the 
Army, especially in the places 
where the terror was most outrage- 
ous, as in Poland. The Army had 
the remnants of some code. Him- 
miler represented the Nazi concept 
including the ruthless extermina- 
tion of even suspected opposition, 
and the decimation of peoples. 
The S. S. has thus been the living 
embodiment of Nazi ideology— 
Nordic supremacy, Master race, 
cruelty as a mark of superiority, 
etc, Actually a physically: select- 
ed corps, they have been trained 
to consider themselves biologically 
the cream of the Germanic race, 
superior to all other peoples and 
also to all other Gefmans. 

They protected their own lives on 
this principle—that their blood 
must be spared fore the future of 
Germany—which was another thing 
that brought them into conflict 
with the army. 
Of all Nazis, Himmler Is most 
unpopular with. the German: pto- 
ple.

: An Announcement of Importance to Employers and Male : 
Employees, in the Lines of Employment Listed Below 


Five previous Compulsory Employment Transfer Orders 


-have been issued under authority of National Selective 


Service Civilian Regulations. These Orders. covered men in 
classes designated under National Selective Service 
Mobilization Regulations, as well as young men 16 to 18 
years of age, who were employed in specified employments 
at the time af the issue of the Orders. 


A recent Order, the 6th Compulsory Employment 


— 


a 

Transfer Order, has been issued under National Selective 
Service Civilian Regulations (as amended). The effect of 
the 6th Order is to extend the coverage of the five earlier 
Transfer Orders to certain men not previously affected, if 
now employed in any of the employments specified. The 
men now added are those not already under the Orders, who 
have passed their sixteenth birthday but have not reached 
their forty-first birthday. 


GENERAL INFORMATION 


1. OBJECTIVE: The Compulsory Employment 
Transfer Orders authorize National Selective Service to 
investigate the present employment of the men covered, 
with a view to effecting transfers to employment vacancies 
at more essential work. 

2. EMPLOYEES’ OBLIGATIONS: A male employee 
covered by the 6th Order must report to the nearest Employ- 
ment and Selective Service Office not later than September 
8th, 1943. He must report personally if he is close enough 
to visit an Office, or by letter if too far removed from an 


3. EMPLOYERS’ OBLIGATIONS: An employer of an 
employee covered by this Order may not employ or continue 
to employ such male employee after September 8th, 1943, 
unless under special permit of National Selective Service. 


Any male employee, at least 16 years old and not yet 
41 years old, employed in any line included in the following 
list of employments, who did not report to National 
Selective Service under any one of the first 5 Transfer 
Orders, must do so not later than September 8th. (The list 
of employments here given, as contained in the 6th Order, 
is a consolidation of all employments coyered in the first 
five Orders.)
